It proceeded to Robertson’s sta- 
ble across to St. Malachi’s hall, up 
Leinster street, and then back to King 
street, eas: down’ nearly to Pitt street, 
From there all buildings south of King 
street have been burned. In the 
other part of the eity the con- 
flagration was stopped about North 
street, having extended as far 
up Union street as Messrs. J & L. Rob- 
inson's. The bank of British North 
America was saved. The police office 
and station opposite were burned. ‘The 
shipping had floated down the harbor 
to places of satety at an early stage of 
the fire, and there were no losses of 
shippin,, excepting schooners in Mar- 
ket Slip during the early part of the 
day. The Western Union telegraph 
company's office was burned, and its 
valuable batteries and apparatus de- 
stroyed. The office is now established 
at the Inter-Colonial railway station. 
Some of its wires are cut off. A great 
quantity of the goods saved fell into 
the hands of thieves, who eagerly 
availed themselves of any opportunity 
that offered to carry off wnat they 
could lay hands on. The baliast wharf 
was covered most of the night with 
thousands of people. Tea persons are 
known to have been killed. Many 
persons are reported missing. There 
were many persons hurt. Accidents 
were quite common, in particular 
penn egg 22 — Re 22 Nu clear 
estimate of the value of the property 
destr. yed or the insurance can be given. 
The loss is certainly $10,000,000 or $12,- 
000,000, and the insurance men think 
their risks may run up to $5,000,000, 
The entire business portion of the city 
is destroyed.

The valuables of the bank 
of Montreal and the bank of Nova Sco- 
tia were removed to the vaults and 
safes of the bank of New B-unswick. 
It is not known how the latter stood 
the test. Every street, square and alley 
is filled with furniture, and thousands 
of people are without either food or 
shelter The International Steamship 
Company’e steamer, New York, shel- 
tered and ted 1,000 persons, last night, 
and the vessels in the stream have large 
numbers of people on board. Their 
hands had to get away from the lower 
part of the city by boats. 

Hauirax, June 22.—At a public 
meeting, $100,000 was raised for the 
St. Johns sufferers. A committee, con- 
sisting of the mayor and three citizens, 
was appointed to proceed to St. Juhns 
and manage the distribution of the re 
lief. 

A resolution was passed recom mend- 
ing the city council, if necessary, to 

nt $10,000, the city to be assessed 
orit next year. Further subscriptions 
will be taken.

saw the flames advance upon them, 
not slowly, but with a rapidity that

With Carleton engine came the ferry 
boat and lent its aid. One engine had 
been stationed at the corner of Mill 
and Union streets, while men with 
branches were down Union street op- 
posite Drury lane. The buildings were

THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN, 

Tne report of the special commis- 
sioners, which has just been printed, 
shows that one hundred and fifty miles 
of the road are completed and in good 
running order, one hundred and one 
miles of which are laid with steel and 
fifty-five miles with iron rails. On 112 
the grading and masonry are completed 
and ready for the ties and rails, with 
the exception of the superstructure of 
the bridges, Of the remaining six 
miles of the 336 miles—the entire length 
of the road—one mile 1s north of the 
Ohio river, one mile unfinished at Em- 
ory's Gap, Tenn., and the work on the 
last four miles north of Chattanooga 
has not been let, There are -ufficient 
rails to lay 143 miles with steel rails, 
and cross-ties sufficient tu lay 262 miles 
of track. There are twelve iroa bridges 
of aggregate length of 2,743 feet; wood 
and iron combination bridges of nine~ 
ty-six fe-t; eleven iron viaducts of an 
aggregate length of 6,180 feet. The 
Kentucky river bridge is completed. 
The Ohio river bridge of 2,300 feet is 
in process of completion, and the Ten- 
nessee river bridge, l, 800 feet in length, 
has been let. 

The road has been constructed in 
the most thorough manner; but Cin- 
cinnati’s sixteen millions have only laid 
the rails to Somerset, which is not 
a satisfactory terminus for a costly rail- 
road, or for any railroad atall. It is 
located in n hat the Cincinnati Enquirer 
calls “the jungles of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. The commissioners. esti- 
mate that $2,250,000 will be required to 
complete the road, and that an addi- 
tional million will equip the entire line 
for “the first year or two.“ Cincinnati 
is a rich town, but she does not yet 
see her way clear to the needed 
amount. It will come however before 
long, Three millions will now give 
that city the shortest and best line to 
the South Atlantic and Gulf states, and 
she will not. rest easy until the road is. : 
finished. Another year, will witness its 
completion. | | 

Tux have just had some weather in 
California. It lasted about a week, and 
the mercury scored from 100 to 108 in 
Sacramento, Stockton, Marysville .apd 
other valley towns. Some localities in 
California are every year afflicted with 
a degree of heat that is probably not 
excelled on the continent. At Knight’s 
ferry, on the Stanislaus river, in Stanis- 
laus county, where a perpendicular 
cliff of eement and gravel reflects the 
sun’s rays back on the town, the mer- 
cury reaches 120 to 122 degrees in the 
shade. In San Bernardino and the 
eastern parts of Los Angeles and Santa 
Barbara counties, the mercury once in 
dicated a temperature of 133 degrees. 
Cattle perished in the fields, and birds 
dropped dead from the trees before the 
scorching blast. At the same in the 
townsiglong the old Placer belt, from 
the Mokelumne river to the Merced, 
east Of Table mountain :ange, the tem- 
perattire was 117 to 119 degrees in the 
shade. This was in 1859, the hottest 
summer remembered in California. 
The present June is the hottest known 
since that year, the excessiye heat being 
caused, strangely enough, by a north 
wind, aggravated by the unusual dry- 
nes of the countrv.

And yet this same Minnesota 
has repudiated by an overwhelming 
vote,a debt that it confessed to be just- 
ly dus. The circumstances are these: 

The state constitution. adopted Au- 
gust 30, 1857, contained a clause provi- 
ding that “the credit of the state shall 
never be given or loaned in aid of any 
individual, association, or corporation.” 
But no sooner had this constitution 
been adopted than the desirability of 
railroads was seen, and public opinion 
in the nascent commonwealth changed 
about as to the expediency of this pos- 
itive prohibition of state aid; accord- 
ingly. on the 9th of March, 1858, the 
legislature passed a amendment au- 
thorizing the issue of $5,000,000 of 
State bonds “for the purpose of expe- 
diting the construction of certain lines 
of railroad, in aid of which congress 
had granted lands in the territory of 
Minnesota,” and this amendment was 
ratified by popular vote April 17, re- 
ceiving 25,576 votes to 733 against it. 
The roads which received this aid were 
four, having an aggregate land grant of 
4,293,360 acres ; $600,000 were issued 
each to two of them, $575,000 to a 
third, and $500,000 to a fourth, making 
in all $2,275,000 7 per cent bonds, due 
in December, 1887. An act approved 
August 12, 1858, provided tnat the 
rouds accepting the loan of state credit 
should provide for the payment of 
interest and ‘principal, 60 days before 
maturity, and, on their failure to do so, 
that the governor shouid provide funds 
for payment, and should proceed to 
indemnify the state by the sale of the 
lands or bonds of the companies de 
faulting. The roads having defaulted 
on interest, an act was approved March 
10, 1860, directing the goyeinor to fore- 
close the deeds of trust given by them 
as security, and, in pursuance to this 
act, the state during the year took pos- 
session of the lands ; by an act passed 
March 10, 1862, the property and 
franchises of the companies were de- 
clared forfeited for violation of con- 
tract, and were conferred upon other 
corporations since operating lines over 
tlie same routes. 

The last act was a blunder. By 
foreciosure the state acquired about 250 
miles of graded road, the franchises,and 
the 4,293,360 acres of land; but instead 
of accepting the situation and making 
the most of these assets as indemnity, 
the state made a free gift of them to 
other companies, thereby securing the 
extension of its railroad system, but 
repudiated its bonds. On the 6th of 


November, 1860—eight months after 
the furcclusiIug e- Another constitu- 


tional amendment was adopted, de- 
claring that the loan amendment of 
1858 “is hereby expunged from the 
constitution.” 

The later efforts of the state have 
related to the securing of a com- 
promise of the bonds. The $2,275,- 
000 bonds, with seventeen years 
interest, exceed $7,000,000; and 
after some haggling a bill was passed, 
almost unanimously, last March, pro- 
viding for a compromise on the basis of 
$1,600 in new 6 per cent 30-year bonds, 
interest to begin January 1 next, in 
exchange for each of the old 7 per 
cent $1,000 bonds, being $3,640,000 in 
lieu of over $7,000,000. This bill, how- 
ever, was not to take effect unless the 
people should agree to devote to the 
purpose the proceeds of 500,000 acres 
of internal improvement lands, and it 
is this proposition which was voted 
upon about two weeks ago. 

From where we sit, this looks like a 
ease that should be taken in hand by 
by the New York patriots, before the 
carpet-bag debts of the southern states 
are even discussed, The people 
of Minnesota issued the bonds 
that have been . repudiated. In 
fact they reissued them. Every circum. 
stance demands their payment, while 


every circumstance connected with the 


issue of the fraudulent bonds of Geor- 
gia demands their repudiation. The 
cases are as wide apart as the poles, 
and yet the New York howlers have not 
a word to say against the action of the 
people of Minnesota. They prefer to 
howl against Georgia, and Georgia is 
willing. 


THE GAINESVILLE EAGLE. 


The Gainesville Eagle is one of the 
largest and best of our weekly ex- 
changes. This much, perhaps, could 
have been said of the paper at almost 
any stage in its eareer, but under the 
experienced and liberal management of 
Colonel Carey W. Styles, who bas re- 
cently taken it in charge, the Eagle has 
uudergone a great change, and in res- 
pect to method,matter and make-up, we 
do got think it can be improved upon. 
At one time, and that not very long 
ago, there was no more aggressive 
figure in Georgia journalism than Col- 
onel Styles, but a large experience has 
a'most entirely obliterated this charac- 
teristic. 

The Eagle claims the largest circnla- 
tion in northeast Georgia, and is proba~ 
bly read by nine thousand persons. It 
is the Official organ of Hall, Banks, 
Dawson, White and Towns and is ex- 
tevsjvely read in those and the adjoin- 
ing counties.

(said to = an Alabama judge) by Post- 
master General Key, having been as- 
signed to duty which he finds quite ar- 
duoug and sometimes disagreeable, has 
writ a letter to the department in 
which he complains of the work to 
which he has been assigned, and says 
that when appointed he supposed his 
duties would be limited to his own 
state, where he could “be most useful 
to the administration and aid his party 
friends in building up an administra- 
tion party.“ He also in a letter to the 
chief speefal agent expressed his earn- 
est desire that the matter should be 
brought to the.personal attention of 
the postmaster general, believing that 
he would sustain this view of the case. 
Judge Key replied in the following let- 
ter, which was mailed tothe special 
agent yesterday: 
‘‘PostorFICE DEPARTMENT, WASHING-· 
ton, D.C, June 15, 1877 —Mr. —-, 
Special Agent—Dear Sin: Mr. Parks, 
chief of the special agents of this de- 
partment, has handed me a letter of 
yours, written to him, dated 10th inst. 
You certainly labor under a serious 
misapprehension in the belief that it 
wa3 my understanding that you were 
to serve in "een state only. I should 
not desire the position I hold wee Ito 
make that a similar understanding. 
The special agents of the depredation 
branch of the serviee are changed with 
the im portant duty of detecting thieves 
and rascals. A stranger is more 
likely to succeed in this duty than one 
who is well known, hence our agents 
must oftea be sent were they are un- 
known, must go, and be ready to go, 
anywhere and every where, as the exi- 
ies of the serviee may demand. 
ey must often lea ve the highways of 
tra vel and go into mountains and terri- 
tories along horseback and stage lines, 
traveling night and day, in rain, sun- 
shine ind storm to detect arrest 
0 Not anfrequently do our 
agents not sleep one hour in twenty 
four. Lou were not- appointed to 
organize and build up an _administra- 
tion party in your state or el ere. 
You were appointed todo the work of 
the postoffice department. Tous ‘rve 
your party best by doing that work, and 
I shall take great pleasure in 
removing an gent and reducing the 
force when I discover that he has time 
to attend to party organization and 
party discipline. We must have no 
ter force than. ia neceserry to do the 
ffice work. I cannot, I dare not, 
will not give special privileges to any 
agent. If I give yon a specific territo- 
ry, I must do so for every other agent. 
I might as well disband the force as to 
do this. Every agent must bea work- 
er. He must not only be ready, but 
willing to go anywhere, in all sorts of 
weather, on horseback or om foot if 
need be, tu do whatever work is need - 
ed.
